r BY education, in its general accepta- 
tipn, we understand that process by 
wnich the human mind, to a certain c\- 
tent,is taught to attain _a knowledge_-pf 
physical and moral science, and to ap- 
ply this knowledge to the useful purpo- 
ses of private or social life. By theex- 


> ercise oTthe former, the sphere of hu- 


man action is greatly enlarged, giving 
birth to important and useful discove- 
ries, by means of our acquaintance 
with the connection, and relation 
which subsists between natural objects. 
1 
By the latter, tbe moral loblTgaUons 
which men, as citizens, in a state of so- 
ciety, owe to, themselves, tbe duties 
which a government owes to its citi- 
zens, and to the nations with whom it 


^ may be in alliance. We shall endeavor 


to shew that a general diffusion of. 
Itaewledge-is-fc primary, and indispen- 
sable duty ;that knowledge to discern 
these duties, is the basis on which the 
superstructure of a Republican Gov- 


ed an usurpation of their rights; all! 
subordination, slavery-fall distinction 
between rich and poor,considered as an 
encroachment oh that equality which 
nature has established between man &. 
man ? The answer is .already antici- 
pated : *tis ignorance. We ask once 
more, who are the subjects of our Pris- 
ons and Penitentiaries ? We will give 
you the answer to this inquiry, in the 
words of the late Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Legislature of this State 
to revise its penal-code. In their report 
they say j "We have conferred with 
most of the keepers of the Penitentia- 
ries in the U. States, as well as many 
of those in Europe, and we find them 
principally to consist of those who dan 
ntither read nor write." This is just 
such a 'report, ,-au might be expected 
from a neglected, or rather, more pro- 
perly,' from a per\erted education; 
whereby mankind are rendered thft rea- 
dy instruments in the hands of the op- 
pressor, thereby to. strengthen preju- 
dice and perpetuate power. « On this 
strong hold has monarchial power been 
so long established, that it has become 
almost impossible to break its fetters. 
In vain shall it be assailed by such fee- 
ble instruments as reason and argu- 
ment, when applied to such impenetra- 
ble materials. Civilization, therefore, 
requires a watchful care, and continued 
efforts, to keep it from degenerating. 
Were education totally itegtected, man- 


ia a duty which devolves on the gov- 
ernment. We only attempt to make it 
appear to be the duty of the govern- 
ment to superintended even to coerce, 
flfe education of children; and that high

Persecutions have also taken plice against 


the Armenian Catholics.
